Mr. Brock’s prayers among the sick were 
very fervent, and some wonderful account of 
sudden restoration to health in answer to his 
praver are found amorg the “ traditions of 
the elders.” He died June 18, 1688.

The eel is a connecting link between the 
fish and the serpents. It has fine, but no 
scales, 

The eel has more lives than a cat. Frozen’ 
eels, embedded in ice, are carried by the Kus- 
sians hundreds of miles to market and om 


, being thawed they recover their health and 


activity. Thus showing that ice may con- 
tain not only fire, but life itself. 

The electrical eel is found in some rivers of 
South America. It is sometimes four feet in 
length and one foot in circumference. 

It is able to swim backward as well as for- 
waid, and moves with either end first as best 
suits its convenience. It is of a green color 
with spots on its back. 

This wonderful animal carries a sort ot 
electric machine with it. Nearly one third 
part of its body consists of muscles and pipes 
of this apparatus. 

It is rurnished with this grand weapon to 
defend itself from enemies and provide its 
food. 

It has no teeth to seize the small fish on 
which it feeds ; but approaching its prev it 
suddenly renders him motionless by an elec- 
tric snock, and then leisurly devours him. 

Horses which enter rivers where these eels 
are found are sometimes drowned in conse- 
quence of their shocks. 

The shock of a large eel is sufficient to 
prostrate a man, and nearly to kill him. 

Thus this animal is armed with an invisible 
power which has the effect of real lightning, 
though no flash is seen, 

If several persons hold each other by the 
hand, the #hock is felt by the whole circle at 
the same instant. 


But the shock will not pass through wax, 
glass and other non-conductors of clectricity, 

Alter the powers of this eel were related in 
Europe, they appeared so surprising they 
were disbelieved for nearly a hundred years.

Potatoes. 


Is our country become so poor that it 
can no longer supply its own inhabi- 
tants with food? It really appears to 
be so this year, for great quantities of 
potatoes have recently been imported 
into this city from Scotland and Ireland. 
A laige portion of the last cargo of the 
steamer Glasgow was potatoes, which, 
after paying the tariff, yielded—we have 
been told—very handsome profits to the 


| exporters, as they sold them for four 


times the price obtained in their own 
markets. We have been shipping flour, 
wheat, and corn to Europe, and are now 
being partly paid back in potatoes. Has 
this esculent become so difficult to cul- 
tivate in ourcountry, that we must haye 
it sent from abroad to supply our wants. 
The potatoe rot visited those countries 


|in Europe which are sending us pota- 


toes, a few years ago, with greater se- 
verity than our own country, but it ap- 
pears that the farmers there have de- 
voted more attention to its cure than 
ours have. ‘This should not be so, for 
the potatoe is a native of our continent, 
and we think it can be raised in as great 
abundance, and of as good quality by 
our farmers, as by those in Europe. 
This is an agricultural subject which 
demands attention, and we hope these 
remarks will lead many of our farmers, 
during the present winter, to adopt 
measures for cultivating and improving 
a more extensive potatoe crop next sca- 
son.—Scetentific American.

While we willingly accord to 
our efficient tire department the praise which 
they have justly earned and received from the 
community, we beg at the same time to ob- 
serve that there is an association required for 
the suppression of fires and the protection of 
property in Woburn which we have not.
